1.  In  all  proceedings  had  or  taken  in  the  .Munici])ul 
Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver, 
tho  following  rules  and  regulation.s  shall  he  observed, 
and  shall  he  tho  rules  and  regulations  for  the  onler 
and  dispatch  of  husiness  in  the  .said  (Council,  and  of 
the  Coininittees  of  the  said  Council. 

2.  The  said  Council  shall  meet  every  Monday  in  the 
year  at  the  hour  of  7:30  o’clock,  i’.  .m.,  unless  other- 
wise ordered  hy  s])ecial  motion,  or  unless  such  Monday 
shall  he  a puhlie  holiday  according  to  law,  when  the 
Council  shall  meet  at  the  .same  hour  the  ne.xt  follow- 
ing day,  which  shall  not  he  such  public  holiday. 

3.  'I'he  Mayor  may  at  any  time  summon  a special 
meeting  of  the  Council,  and  it  shall  he  his  duty  to 
summon  a special  meeting  whenever  requested  in 
writing  hy  a majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 

4.  Unless  there  shall  he  a (juorum  present  in  half  an 
hour  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Council,  the  Council  shall  then  stand  absolutely 
adjourned  until  the  next  day  of  meeting,  unless  a 
s])ecial  meeting  he  duly  called  in  the  meantime  ; and 
the  Clerk  shall  take  down  the  names  of  the  members 
present  at  the  expiration  of  such  half-hour 

5.  The  members  of  the  Council  shall  not  leave  their 
places  on  adjournment  until  the  Mayor  or  other  pre- 
siding officer  leaves  the  chair.

6.  As  soon  after  the  hour  of  meeting  as  there  shall 
be  a quorum  present,  the  Mayor  shall  take  the  chair, 
and  the  members  uncovered  shall  be  called  to  order. 

7.  In  case  the  Mayor  shall  not  be  in  attendance 
within  thirty  minutes  after  the  hour  appointed,  the 
Clerk  shall  call  the  meeting  to  order  until  a Chairman 
shall  be  chosen,  who  shall  preside  until  the  arrival  of 
the  Mayor. 

8.  In  case  of  the  death  or  absence  of  the  Mayor,  the 
Council  may  from  amongst  themselves  aiipoint  a Pre- 
siding Officer,  who  during  such  absence  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  the  Mayor  and  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Council,  and  at  the  Police  Court  if  necessary.

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Oouiuiil,  hut  liny  momlu'r  may  inovu  tliat  in  rnforring 
sail!  petition  or  other  ooininniiioation  curtiiin  iiiHtrnct 
ions  may  ho  j{ivoii  l»y  tlie  (aniiifil,  or  tlialsaid  petition 
or  t’oinmnnioiition  he  referred  to  a Special  ( 'ominitti'e; 
and  if  the  petition  or  eominnnieation  complainsof  Home 
present  |)ersonaI  grievance  re<|nirin^  an  immediate 
remeily,  the  matter  contained  therein  may  lie  lirought 
into  immediate  difleuHsion,  and  he  disposed  ol  fortliwitli.

67.  Each  Standing  Committee  of  the  Council  shall 
consist  of  one  member  of  the  Council  from  each  ward 
as  the  Council  may  elect  at  its  first  or  second  meeting 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  Mayor  shall  he  ex-officio  a mem- 
ber of  all  Committees. 

68.  The  members  of  each  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Council  shall  meet  at  the  Council  Chambers  for  the 
purpose  of  organization  within  three  days  after  that 
on  which  they  are  appointed,  or  as  soon  as  convenient 
thereafter. 

69.  The  memhers  of  each  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Council  shall  at  their  first  meeting  proceed  to  elect 
from  among  themselves  a Chairman,  and  immediately 
after  such  Chairman  has  been  elected  the  day  of  the 
first  regular  meeting  of  such  Committee  shall  he 
determined,  and  also  the  hour  at  which  such  meeting 
shall  be  held. 

70.  The  regular  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee 
and  of  the  Committee  on  Works  and  Property,  shall 
be  held  once  in  each  week,  except  when  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Council,  and  by  each  of  the  other 
Standing  Committees  as  often  as  may  be  determined 
upon,  but  all  such  meetings  shall  be  at  regular  stated 
intervals,  and  not  less  than  once  in  each  month. 

71.  Special  meetings  of  Standing  Committees  may  be 
called  by  the  Chairman  whenever  he  shall  consider  it 
necessary  to  do  so,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Chairman,  or  in  his  absence  from  the  city,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  or  the  Clerk  of 
the  Standing  Committee,  if  a special  clerk  shall  have 
been  appointed  on  that  behalf,  to  summon  a special 
meeting  of  a Committee  whenever  requested  in  writing 
to  do  so  by  a majority  of  the  members  composing  it. 

72.  Members  of  the  Council  may  attend  the  meet- 
ings of  any  of  its  Committees,  but  shall  not  be  allowed 
to  take  any  part  in  any  discussion  or  debate,  except 
by  the  permission  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  Committee. 

Dutie.s  and  Order  of  Bu.sines.s  of  Committees. 

73.  The  business  of  the  Standing  and  Special 
Committees  shall  be  conducted  under  the  following 
regulations : —

until  the  arrival  of  the  Chairman  : 

(4.)  The  minutes  of  all  the  tran.sactions  .if  every 
Committee  shall  be  accurately  entered  in  a hook 
to  he  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  at  ouch 
mseting  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting 
shall  he  submitted  for  confirmation  or  amend- 
ment, ami  after  they  have  reeeived  the  approval 
of  a majority  of  the  memliers  jiresent  they  shall 
be  sign.  .1  by  the  Chairman  : 

(5.)  Theie  shall  bo  entei cl  on  the  minute  book  of 
each  Committee  all  reports  or.leri  .l  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  < ouncil,  all  onlers  that  may  he 
pa.sseil,  and  all  accounts  that  may  be  audited, 
with  a reference  to  the  by-law  or  resolution  of 
the  Council  under  which  such  audit  is  made, 
together  with  such  other  matters  as  the  Com- 
mittee shall  consider  essential  to  a correct 
record  of  its  proceedings  : 

(6.)  Each  minute  so  I’ccorded  shall  have  attached  to 
it  a progressive  number  of  reference,  and  an 
analytical  index  shall  be  kept  for  each  minute 
book : 

(7.)  When  a division  takes  place  on  any  question 
the  votes  of  the  members  shall  be  recorded,  if 
required  by  one  of  its  members: 

(8.)  No  order  or  authority  to  do  any  matter  or  thing 
shall  bo  recognized  as  emanating  from  any 
Committee,  unless  it  is  in  writing,  nor  unless  it 
is  signed  by  the  Chairman,  or  acting  Chairman, 
and  refers  to  the  minute  of  the  Board  un.ler 
which  it  is  issued. 

74.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Standing  or  Select 
Committee — 

(1.)  To  cause  a notice  of  each  special  meeting  of 
such  Committee  to  be  served  on  each  of  the 
members  thereof  by  leaving  said  notice  at  their 
residence  or  ordinary"  place  of  Imsiness,  and  in 
like  manner  upon  the  Mayor,  on  the  day 
previous  to  each  meeting  being  held  : 

(2.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  every 
Standing  Committee  to  attend  to  all  meetings 
of  the  Committees,  and  to  record  the  minutes, 
orders,  and  requests  of  all  such  meetings  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  provided. 

75.  The  general  duties  of  the  Standing  and  Special 
Committees  of  the  Council  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1st.  To  report  to  the  Council  from  time  to  time 
whenever  directed  by  the  Council,  and  as  often 
as  the  interests  of  the  city  may  require,  on  all 
matters  connected  with  the  duties  imposed  on 
them  respectively,  and  to  recommend  such 
action  by  the  Council  in  relation  thereto  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary: 

2nd.  To  prepare  and  introduce  into  the  Council  all 
such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect 
to  the  reports  or  recommendations  of  the 
respective  Committees  that  arc  adopted  by  the 
Council : 

.3rd.  To  give  effect  by  the  instrumentality  of  the 
proper  officer  or  officers  to  all  by-laws  and 
resolutions  of  the  Council  that  relate  to  the 
duties  of  the  respective  Committees  : 

4th.  To  audit  all  accounts  connected  with  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  imposed  liy  the  Council,  or 
with  the  performance  of  any  works,  or  the 
purchase  of  any  material  or  goods  under  the 
supervision  of  the  respective  Committees : 

5th.  To  consider  and  report  respectively  on  any  and 
all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Council,  the 
Chairman  signing  such  report  and  bringing  up 
the  same : 

6th.  To  adhere  strictly  in  the  transaction  of  all 
business  to  the  rules  prescribed  by  the  respective 
by-laws  of  the  Council : 

7th.  To  present  to  the  Council  on  or  before  the  last 
regular  meeting  of  the  Council  in  each  and 
every  year  for  the  information  of  the  Council, 
and  of  the  citizens  generally,  as  well  as  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Committees  of  the  following 
year,  a general  report  of  the  state  of  the  various 
matters  referred  to  the  Committees  from  time 
to  time  during  the  year,  the  work  or  business 
done  through  or  by  such  Committee,  and  the 
expenditure  made  under  their  authority  or 
superintendence  ; such  report  shall  also  state 
the  number  of  meetings  the  Committee  held 
during  the  year,  and  the  attendance  at  such 
meetings,  and  shall  contain  such  suggestions  in 
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regard  to  the  future  action  of  the  succeeding 
Committee  as  experience  may  enable  the 
reporting  Committee  to  make  in  respect  of  the 
matters  embraced  in  the  report: 

8th.  To  see  that  the  persons  in  office,  or  api>ointed 
to  office,  connected  with  the  department  of  each 
respective  Committee,  have  given  or  do  give  the 
necessary  security  re<iuired  of  them  for  the 
performance  of  their  duties,  and  in  the  case  of 
anv  new  appointments  that  the  security  is  given 
liefore  any  such  person  enters  upon  his  duties.

the  s.aid  Finance  Committee,  or  until  the  Council 
shall  have  passed  the  same  in  the  usual  manner. 

(2. ) To  supervise  all  accounts,  expenditure,  and 
outlay,  and  all  sums  payable  under  eoutnet, 
before  any  moneys  are  paid  therefor,  of  all  the 
other  Committees,  and  shall  require  the  law, 
and  all  by-laws  and  resolutions  of  the  Council 
with  respect  thereto,  to  be  c<implied  with  before 
claims  or  accounts  are  paid;  and  no  account, 
claim,  or  demand  whatever,  not  expressly 
authorizeil  to  be  paid  by  statute,  by-law,  or 
resolution  of  the  Council,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Treasurer  until  the  same  shall  have  been  first 
laid  before  the  said  Finance  Committee,  and 
reported  on  by  the  said  Committee. 

(3.)  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  the  right  to 
object  to  any  contract,  order,  engagement, 
re|)ort,  recommendation,  claim,  account,  or 
proceeding  involving  the  expenditure  of  money 
in  ciisc  the  same  shall  not  comply  (1)  with  the 
law,  or  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Council;  or  (2) 
shall  exceed  the  appropriation  made  to  the 
Committee  on  ; or  (3)  shall  exceed  the  appropria- 
tion to  the  special  work  or  service  reported  on  ; 
or  (4)  in  ease  the  same  shall  require  the  expendi- 
ture of  money  beyond  the  e.stimates  for  the  year 
for  any  work  or  service  : 

In  ciuse  a contract,  order,  engagement,  report, 
recommenilation,  claim,  account,  or  proceeding 
of  any  other  Committee  shall  be  objected  to  on  j 
any  of  the  grounds  aforesaid  by  the  Finance  j 
Committee,  and  the  same  is  appealed  .against' 
by  .any  memlHjr  of  the  Council,  the  subject  so 
appealed  shall  not  be  adopted  or  p,assed  by  the 
(.'ouncil,  unless  upon  a two-third  vote  of  the  | 
(.Vnmcil  recorded  in  favour  thereof. 

(4.)  To  introduce  a by-law  after  the  ailoption  of  the  I 
estimates  in  each  year  to  regulate  the  manner' 
in  which  the  revenue  required  for  the  current  | 
year  should  be  raised  : 

(.').)  To  consider  and  report  as  often  as  m.ay  be 
necessary  on  the  management  of  all  matters ' 
connected  with  stocks,  bond.s,  or  securities  ofj 
•any  kind  held  by  the  Corporation  : ! 

(6.)  To  have  the  special  aiqiervision  of  the  books  of 
accounts,  doenmimts,  and  vouchers,  and  of  all ! 
moneys,  debentures,  and  securities  in  the 
Treasurer's,  Auditor’s,  Tax  Collectors,  and' 
Assessment  Commissioner's  offices,  and  shall  I 
also  hare  the  supervision  of  the  Treasurer  and  ! 
Auditor,  and  of  any  or  all  officers  in  their' 
<lepai  tments  under  them  : 

(7.)  To  advise  the  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Tax  Collector 
and  A.Hsessmcnt  Commissioner,  when  called  upon 
to  do  so,  in  any  or  all  m.atters  )iertaiiiing  to 
their  offices  : 

(8.)  To  see  that  all  duties  and  services  which  ought 
to  be  performed  by  the  City  Clerk,  Tre.asurer, 
Auditor,  Assessment  Commissioner,  and  Tax 
Cidlector,  and  any  officer  or  officers  in  their 
departments,  are  fully  executed  : 

(9.)  To  forbid  the  signing  or  delivery  of  any  cheque! 
or  of  any  security,  or  the  payment  of  any' 
money  by  the  Trejisurer,  if  they  should  think 
it  expedient  so  to  do,  until  the  matter  can  be 
further  considered,  or  can  lie  referred  to  the 


Council:  • . ..i. 

(10.)  To  reguhate  all  matters  connected  with  the 
receipt  and  p.ayment  of  money,  and  to  order  the 
adoption  of  such  re^Lations  in  connection 
therewith  as  may  be  deemed  necessary'  for  the 
prevention  of  any  payment  being  made  in 
contravention  of  the  by-law's,  .and  generally  to 
manage  the  (iuanci.al  affairs  of  the  city. 

77.  The  minutes  of  proceedings  in  all  other  Com- 
mittees sh.all  be  furnished  to  the  Finance  Committee 
from  time  to  time,  if  required  by  such  Finance  Com- 
mittee, and  a summarized  statement  of  all  expenditure 
made  <aml  estimated  .and  ascertained  liabilities 
incurred,  shall  be  furnished  by  such  other  Committee 
whenever  called  upon  by  the  Finance  Committee  to 
do  so. 

78.  In  case  of  emergency,  and  on  report  in  writing 
from  the  chief  officer  of  the  department  in  which  the 
emergency  or  necessity  exists,  stating  generally  the 
locality,  nature  of  service  required  and  probable  cost 
of  the  w’ork  to  be  done,  and  upon  endorsation  thereof, 
apjiroving  of  the  same  by’  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  which  the  same  appertains,  a sum  not 
exceeding  tw'o  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  all  for  any 
one  service  or  work  may  be  expended  by  the  Com- 
mittee in  charge  of  such  work  or  service.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  officer  reporting  thereon  to  forward  a 
copy  of  such  report  forthwith,  or  at  least  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  signing  of  the  same  (the 
day  and  hour  of  signing  to  be  marked  thereon)  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  which  Committee 
shall  have  power  to  order  the  work  to  cease  if  ileemed 
[irudent,  and  the  said  work  or  service  shall  be  reported 
by  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  in  whose  defiart- 
ment  the  work  or  service  is  required,  at  the  next 
meeting  of  Council  thereafter,  and  on  his  default  by 
the  Chairman  of  the  Fimance  Committee,  at  such 
meeting,  or  at  least  at  the  next  subsequent  meeting  of 
the  Council.

80.  No  Committee  or  t)fficer  of  the  Council  shall 
exceed  the  appropriation  maile  to  such  Committee  for 
any  purjiose,  nor  shall  it  be  lawful,  without  the 
approval  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  of  the  Council 
for  any  Committee  to  expend  money  appropriated  to 
any  one  purpose  on  any  other  proposed  work  or 
service.

81.  In  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  law  cr 
by  this  by-law,  or  by  any  other  by  law  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  prescribing  duties  to  the  Committee  on 
Works  and  Property,  the  duties  especially  imposed  on 
the  Committee  on  Works  and  Property  shall  be  as

with  such  matters  :

In  addition  to  tlie  duties  pre.scrihed  hy  law  or 
h^  this  by-law,  or  by  any  other  by-law  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  the  iluties  especially  imposed  on  the 
Standing  Ct)mmittec  on  Fire,  Water,  and  Light  sliall 
he  as  follows  :

And  shall  confer  with  the  Committee  on  Works, 
so  as  to  provide  a uniform  system  of  opening  up 
streets,  or  breaking  in  upon  the  macadamized, 
planked,  or  paved  portions  thereof,  with  the 
least  damage  thereto  possible. 

Committees  on  License  and  Police. 

83.  That  in  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  law 
or  by  this  by-law,  or  by  any  by-law  of  the  City  of 
Vancouver,  the  duties  especially  imposed  on  the  Com- 
mittee on  License  and  Police  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

(1.)  To  have  supervision  over  all  matters  relating  to 
hotels,  saloons,  stores,  shops,  billiard  rooms, 
bowling  alleys,  ale  houses,  or  other  houses 
where  any  game  or  games  of  chance  or  skill  are 
played  for  stakes  or  wager,  or  when  payment  or 
reward  accrues  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
said  house  or  houses,  and  generally  supervise 
all  business  or  callings  subject  to  license  : 

(2.)  To  regulate  all  matters  connected  with  or  re 
lating  to  the  licensing  of  auctioneers,  livery 
stables,  horses,  cabs,  carriages,  omnibuses,  and 
other  vehicles  used  for  hire,  and  to  consider  and 
rejiort  on  by-laws  governing  the  same  : 

(3.)  To  recommend  to  the  Council  such  regulations 
as  should  apply  to  hawkers  or  petty  chapmen, 
and  other  persons  carrying  on  petty  trades,  and 
to  consider  and  report  thereon,  and  the  sum  or 
sums  which  should  be  levied  for  license  per- 
mitting the  said  persons  to  carry  on  said 
business  : 

(4.)  To  have  supervision  over  all  officers  of  the 
Corporation  appointed  as  police,  unless  other- 
wise provided  by  Statute,  inspectors  of  licenses, 
and  to  report  thereon  as  occasion  requires  : 

(5. ) The  poundkeeper  or  poundkeepers  of  the  city 
shall  discharge  his  or  their  duties  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Committee  on  License,  and 
in  accordance  with  this  by-law  and  all  other 
by-laws  of  the  city  or  of  the  Statutes  in  that 
behalf. 

Committee  on  Health  and  Relief. 

84.  In  addition  to  the  duties  prescribed  by  law  or 


by  this  by  law,  or  by  any  by  law  of  the  Lity  of  Van- 
couver, tlio  diifiits  cHpeciallv  imposed  f)ii  the  Stamlmg 
Committee  on  Health  and  Ilelief  sJiall  be  as  follows 

(I.)  'I’liat  tbo  said  Committee  sliall  examine  into  or 
eaiise  to  be  examined  into,  and  report  on  all 
nuisanees,  Hoiiri;es  of  (ilfb,  siekness  caused  by 
unlieallhy  premises,  eoiilagious  diseases  and 
iqiidemies  ; to  eu(|uire  into  and  report  on  the 
best  means  ol  prevention  oi'  arrest  of  any 
inle(!tiuuH  disonler  ; to  see  that  the  conditions 
of  the  I’ublic  ll.altb  Ily-Law  of  the  City  are 
strictly  carried  out  and  obeyisl,  and  that 
ofl'enders  again.st  the  same  are  dealt  with  as 
|)rovided  by  said  by-law,  and,  generally,  to 
maintain  a stiiet  supervision  over  all  matters 
relating  to  or  all'ecting  the  public  health  : 

(2.)  To  have  eontrol  over  the  Medical  Health 
Officer,  Inspector,  City  Scavenger,  and  all  other 
health  officers  ajipointed  by  the  Council,  and  to 
see  that  said  oHicers  jiroperly  perform  the 
duties  reipiircd  of  them  ; 

(3.)  To  have  the  control  and  management  of  the 
City  Hospital  : 

(4.)  'i'o  enquire  into  and  report  on  any  cases  re- 
(luiring  relief. 

Ai’FOINTMENT  and  IIUTIKS  ok  OFKICEIt.S  OK  THE 
Cokpokation. 

85.  The  iluties  of  the  various  officers  of  the  Corpor- 
ation, in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  law  or  by  any 
by-law  or  resolution  of  the  Council,  shall  be  as 
follows : — 

City  Clerk. 

80.  The  duties  of  the  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver, in  addition  to  those  prescribed  by  law  or  any 
by-law  or  resolution  of  the  Council,  in  connection 
with  all  Standing  and  all  other  Committee.s  shall 

(I.)  To  notify  each  member  of  the  respective  Com- 
mittees appointed  under  this  by-law  so  soon 
as  the  appointment  has  been  made,  of  the  time 
and  place  at  which  the  meeting  of  each  Com- 
mittee W'ill  be  held  : 

(2.)  To  furnish  each  member  of  all  Committees  with 
a copy  of  this  by-law  at  the  time  of  serving  the 
notice  of  the  first  meeting  : 

(3.)  To  cause  a notice  of  each  special  meeting  of  each 
of  the  Standing  and  other  Committees,  except 
the  Standing  Committee  having  their  own 
clerk,  to  be  seiwed  on  the  members  thereof  at 
their  residences  or  ordinary  places  of  business, 
and  not  later  than  the  day  previous  to  such 
meeting  being  held  : 

(4.)  To  furnish  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  the 
city,  the  City  Engineer,  and  the  Chairman  of 
each  Standing  or  other  Committee  with  certified 
copies  of  all  resolutions,  enactments,  and  orders 
of  the  Couneil  relative  to  the  matters  over 
which  said  Committees  or  officers  of  the  Cor- 
poration may  respectively  have  jurisdiction,  on 
the  day  next  succeeding  that  upon  which  the 
action  of  the  Council  in  respect  thereof  takes 
place  : 

(5. ) 'Lo  communicate  or  convey  to  the  Committees 
all  petitions  and  other  documents  referred  by 
the  Couneil  : 

(6. ) To  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Committees,  by 
himself  or  his  deputy  (except  the  Standing 
Committees  having  their  own  clerk)  when  re- 
quired so  to  do  by  tbe  chairman  or  acting 
chairman  thereof,  and  to  record  the  minutes, 
orders,  and  requests  of  all  such  meetings  in 
manner  hereinafter  provided  : 

(7.)  To  have  control  over  all  officers  enqiloyed  in  his 
office,  subject  to  such  orders  as  he  may  from 
time  to  time  receive  from  the  Mayor,  Finance 
Committee,  or  the  Council : 

(8. ) To  give  notice  to  the  members  of  the  Council  of 
all  meetings  thereof,  when  held  on  any  other 
day  than  the  day  appointed  for  the  regular 
meetings  ; said  notice  to  be  delivered  to  each 
member  at  his  residence  or  place  of  business  not 
later  than  the  day  previous  to  that  on  which 
such  meeting  is  to  be  held  : 

(9.)  To  have  charge  of  the  City  Seal,  and  only  attach 
the  same  to  any  document  connected  with  the 
Corporation  on  the  order  of  the  Mayor  or  the 
Council,  or  the  Committee  on  Finance  and  As- 
sessment, or  as  required  by  law  ; 

(10.)  To  keep  a separate  and  distinct  book  in  which 
shall  be  entered  in  full  all  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions made  and  enacted  by  the  Council,  and  also 
to  enter  in  a separate  book  copies  of  all  letters 
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written  by  order  of  the  Council  or  of  any  Com- 
mittee ; ^ ,,,  , r .1 

(11.)  There  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  Clerk,  for  the 
use  of  the  Corporation,  by  every  person  who 
shall  desire  the  Seal  of  the  said  City  to  be  amx- 
ed  to  any  document  whatsoever  in  which  the 
Corpoivation  shall  be  in  no  wise  concerned,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  : 

( 12  ) It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Clerk,  when 
required  by  the  Mayor  or  the  Chairman  of  any 
Committee,  to  deliver  to  the  same  all  documents 
and  papers  under  his  charge  which  may  be  re- 
quired to  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council  or  the 
said  Committee  : 

(13.)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Clerk,  after  the 
pa.ssiug  of  any  resolution  of  the  Council  direct- 
ing the  payment  of  any  sum  of  money  out  of 
City  Treasury,  to  communicate  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer,  certified  under  his  hand,  and  also  to 
transmit,  without  delay,  to  the  several  Coun- 
cillors copies  of  all  resolutions,  orders,  or  com- 
munications that  may  be  respectively  referred 
to  them  by  the  Council. 

Trea.sorer. 

87.  The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver shall  be  those  prescribed  by  law,  or  by  any  by- 
law of  the  Council. 

AUIJ1TOR.S. 

88.  The  duties  of  the  Auditor  or  Auditors  of  the 
City  of  Vancouver  shall  be  those  prescribed  by  law,  or 
by  any  by-law  of  the  Council. 

E.voineer  and  Staff. 

89.  The  duty  of  the  City  Engineer  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : — 

(1.)  He  shall  report  to  the  Committee  on  Works,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April  in  each  year,  as 
to  the  improvements  and  repairs  which  in  his 
opinion  should  be  undertaken  by  the  Corpora- 
tion during  the  year  : 

(2.)  He  shall  take  such  measures  as  he  may  consider 
necessary  to  keep  a complete  system  of  levels 
and  bench  marks  in  and  for  the  City  of  Vancou- 
ver, with  a view  to  a general  plan  of  drainage 
and  the  establishment  of  the  levels  of  all  streets, 
sewers,  private  drains,  ifec.  : 

(3.)  He  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  and 
control  of  all  employes  of  the  Department,  in 
the  carrying  out  of  all  works  of  construction 
and  repair  of  buildings,  sewer  drains,  streets, 
bridges,  and  other  works  ordered  by  the  Coun- 
cil, or  any  Committee  thereof  : 

(4. ) He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Committee  on 
Works,  and  to  the  Council,  for  the  due  perform- 
ance of  all  such  works,  unless  by  the  resolu- 
tion, by-law,  or  contract  for  the  same,  such 
works  have  been  entrusted  to  some  other  engin- 
eer or  architect  : 

(5.)  He  shall  decide  upon,  select,  and  employ,  sub- 
ject to  the  ap))roval  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
IWrd  of  Works,  such  number  of  foremen,  in- 
spectors, mechanics,  and  labourers,  as  may  be 
required  from  time  to  time  for  any  corimration 
work  under  his  control  which  has  not  oecn  let 
by  contract,  and  such  employes  shall  be  |)aid  by 
the  City  upon  the  Engineer’s  certificate,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Chairman,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  dismissal,  at  any  time,  by  the  Council  or  by 
him,  without  being  entitled  to  any  notice  of  or 
compi'ii.sation  for  such  dismissal  by  the  Engin- 
eer : 

(6.)  He  shall  examine,  or  cause  examination  to  be 
ma<le,  into  all  comjilaitits  of  <lefective  sidewalks, 
paving,  or  drainage,  .and  to  take  such  me.isures 
as  may  be  neeessai'y  to  secure  the  conservation 
of  the  public  thoroughf.are  and  their  mainte- 
nance against  encroachment  ; 

(7.)  Me  shall  sign  all  permits  which  may  be  granted 
by  the  Committee  on  NVorks  for  0|iening  streets, 
sidewalks,  or  other  public  places,  for  the  pur- 
jK)se  of  constructing  buildings,  laying  tlown  gas 
or  water  pipes,  or  private  <lrains,  or  for  any 
other  purpose  whatever; 

(8.)  He  shall  cause  a weekly  return  to  be  made  to 
him  of  all  workmen  employed,  and  m.aterials 
used,  during  the  week,  .and  of  the  amount  and 
dcseriptioti  of  work  done,  and  submit  the  same 
to  the  Committee  on  Works  : 

(9.)  He  shall  examine  and  certify  all  bills  for  ma- 
terial and  labour  against  the  CoriKuatioii,  and 
to  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  the  surveys  ainl 
ex.aininations  nece.ssary  for  the  j)urpose  ; 

(10.)  He  shall  have  control  of  all  assistants  em 


ployed  ill  his  department,  and  of  all  Corpora- 
tion contractors,  subject  to  the  terms  of  their 
respective  contracts : 

(11.)  He  shall  report,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
Committee  on  Works,  or  to  any  Committee  hav- 
ing cognizance  of  the  matter,  or  to  the  Council, 
as  the  case  may  require,  any  obstruction  he 
may  meet  with  in  the  course  of  his  duties,  and 
any  matter  upon  which  he  may  require  .advice 
or  instruction : 

(12.)  He  shall  furnish  the  Council,  and  the  various 
Committees  thereof,  with  all  plans  and  speci- 
fications in  connection  wdth  the  building  of 
roads,  streets,  lanes,  bridges,  sewers,  drains, 
culverts,  and  other  Corporation  works,  and 
take  and  furnish  all  levels,  and  make  all  sur- 
veys in  connection  wdth  the  same,  and  also  per 
form  all  engineering  services  connected  with 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  un- 
less any  portion  of  said  work  has  been  en- 
trusted by  the  Corporation  to  any  other  engi- 
neer or  architect : 

(13.)  To  prepare  and  Inave  the  custody  of,  and  be 
responsible  for,  all  such  plans  and  estimates  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  required,  and  to 
make  copies  of  the  same  when  required  : 

(14.)  He  shall  keep  a “Plan  Book,”  which  shall 
contain  a list  of  all  plans,  profiles  and  drawings  in 
the  department ; and  no  original  plan  shall  be 
allowed  to  go  out  of  the  office : 

(15.)  He  shall  keep  a “Manifold  Book,”  which  shall 
contain  a copy  of  every  report  made  by  him  to 
the  Council,  or  any  Committee  thereof,  the 
minute  in  reference  thereto,  counterfoils  of  all 
permits  signed  by  him,  the  cost  of  every  pri 
vate  drain  put  in  by  the  Corporation,  and 
amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  therefor, 
the  periodical  estimates  of  all  contract  work  in 
progress,  a copy  of  the  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
all  projected  or  intended  work,  and  copies  of 
all  orders  issued  by  him  for  works  to  bo  com- 
menced, proceeded  with,  or  discontinued, 
i (16.)  He  shall  keep  a “Material  and  Stores  Book,” 
which  shall  contain  counterfoils  of  all  orders 
signed  by  him  for  stores  or  materials  to  be  sup- 
plied. 

(17.)  He  shall  certify  to  no  account  for  stores  or 
supplies,  unless  the  original  order  therefor, 
signed  by  him,  is  returned  with  the  account. 

(18.)  He  shall  act  as  Clerk  of  the  Committee  of 
Works. 

90.  Whenever  work  is  done  and  material  is  sup- 
plied under  a written  contract,  no  account  or  estimate 
for  such  work  or  material  shall  be  certified  by  the 
Engineer,  or  paid  by  the  Treasurer,  unless  and  until 
the  complete  execution  of  the  contract  and  bond  (if 
any)  shall  first  have  been  certified  by  the  City  Solici- 
tor. 

The  City  Solicitor. 

91.  The  duties  of  the  City  .Solicitor  shall  be  as  fol-

the  s.aine  has  been  certified  to  by  the  .Solicitor. 

(3.)  He  shall  draft  or  revise  all  deeds,  leases,  bonds, 
contracts  and  agreements  made  and  entered  into 
by  the  said  Council,  or  any  Committee  thereof, 
with  any  other  person  or  corporation  whatso- 
ever, according  to  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
uiion  between  the  parties  thereto. 

I (4.)  He  shall,  upon  the  rc(|uest  of  the  said  Council, 
or  any  Committee  thereof,  draft  or  revise  any 
j preliminary  agreement,  which  may  be  necessary 

j iiy  the  said  Council  or  Committee,  pending  the 
execution  of  a more  formal  contract  between 
the  said  Con>oration  and  any  other  party  or 
parties. 

(5.)  He  shall  also,  subject  to  the  apjiroval  of  the 
Committee  having  charge  of  the  matter,  draft 
or  revi.Ho  the  conditions  of  sale  or  lease  of  any 
real  or  personal  property  intended  to  be  leased 
or  disposed  of  by  the  said  Municij)al  I’ouncil, 
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or  of  liny  cxdiangi*  of  lainl  fii'twoon  Uio  Muid 
Cor|ioration  nnd  any  otlu-r  [larty  or  |iarti<‘n. 

(6.)  Ilctiliall,  upon  tint  rc(pn'Ht  of  the  naid  Mnni- 
I’ipiil  ('ouni’il,  or  any  ( lonnniU.oo  tliorcof,  in- 
vestigate till'  title  to  any  liimls  intended  to  lie 
lu'iiuired  or  disposed  of  liy  the  said  ( 'orjiora 
tion.  and  also  the  title  to  all  lands  held  hy 
lease  or  under  leasi’s  of  the  said  ( 'orooration, 
who  may  desire  the  eonsent  of  the  saiil  Oouncil 
or  Cominittee  to  any  assignment  or  suh  lease  of 
the  lands  so  hehl  : and  shall,  aeeording  to  the 
instruetions  of  the  Coininittee  having  ehargs  of 
the  matter,  draft  or  revise  all  smm  releases, 
surrenders  or  contirinatory  eonveyanees,  as  may 
he  necessary  to  carry  out  such  instructions. 

(7.)  He  shall  give  to  all  contractors,  or  their  sureties, 
and  to  all  defaulting  tenants  of  the  (Corpora- 
tion, and  to  any  persons  or  corporations  tres- 
passing upon  City  lands,  and  to  any  persons 
whatsoever  all  such  notices  as  may  he  directed 
hy  the  said  (’ouncil,  or  any  (Committee  tliercof, 
for  the  protection  of  the  rights  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration, or  of  the  puhlic. 

(8.)  He  shall  attend  to  the  prosecution  and  defence 
of  all  suits  and  actions  brought  or  prosecuted 
hy  or  against  the  said  Corporation,  or  to  which 
the  said  Corporation  may  he  made  parties, 
whether  in  the  Small  Debts’  Court,  County 
Court  or  Supreme  Court;  and  shall  issue  all 
writs,  enter  all  appearances,  draft  all  pleadings, 
notices,  aflidavits  and  other  papers,  and  sub- 
piena  all  witnesses  that  may  he  requisite  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  such  prosecutions  and  de 
fences. 

(9. ) Whenever  any  such  suits  or  actions  shall  he  re- 
ferred to  arbitration,  either  hy  the  consent  of 
the  parties  thereto  or  by  order  of  a J udge  of 
the  Court  in  which  the  same  may  bo  pending, 
he  shall  attend  to  the  prosecution  or  defence  of 
such  suits  or  actions  before  such  arbitrators, 
and  shall  suhptena  all  witnesses,  and  take  all 
such  other  proceedings  as  may  be  necessary  in 
the  course  of  such  reference ; and  shall  give 
written  notice  to  the  Mayor  and  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  under  whose  jurisdiction  any 
such  action  or  matter  may  be,  of  the  time  and 
place  appointed  for  the  hearing  of  any  such 
suits,  actions  or  matters. 

( 10. ) He  shall  attend  the  City  Police  Court  when 
specially  requested  so  to  do  by  the  City  Police 
Magistrate,  the  Mayor  or  Alderman  presiding 
at  said  Court. 

(11.)  He  shall  advise  the  Court  of  Revision  upon  all 
cpxestions  of  law  affecting  assessments,  appeals 
to  the  said  Court,  and  submitted  to  him  by  the 
Chairman  thereof ; and  shall,  at  the  request  of 
the  said  Chairman,  attend  to  and  defend  any 
case  appealed  from  the  said  Conrt  to  the  County 
Court  Judge,  or  any  other  Court  having  appel 
late  jurisdiction. 

(12.)  He  shall  attend  to  the  settlement  of  all  suits, 
actions,  claims  or  demands  against  the  Cor- 
poration referred  to  him  for  settlement  by  the 
said  Municipal  Council,  or  any  Committee 
thereof;  and  shall  draw  all  receipts,  releases 
and  acquittances,  which  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  insti'uctions  of  said  Coun- 
cil or  Committee  in  regard  to  such  settlement 

(13.)  He  shall  give  to  the  said  Municipal  Cauncil, 
and  each  of  the  Committees  or  members  there- 
of, and  to  the  Mayor,  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Assess- 
ment Commissioner,  Engineer,  and  to  any 
Auditor,  Assessors,  Collectors,  Returning  Offi- 
cers, Pound-keepers  or  other  officers  appointed 
by  the  said  Council,  his  advice  upon  any  ques- 
tion of  law  arising  in  the  course  of  the  duty  of 
such  officers  and  property,  submitted  for  that 
purpose  to  the  said  Solicitor. 

(14.)  And  generally,  he  shall  give  due  and  proper 
attention  to  all  the  usual  business  appertaining 
to  the  law  department  of  the  City  of  Van- 
couver. 

92.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  of  this 
Corporation  to  furnish  the  City  Solicitor,  upon  re- 
quest, with  any  documents,  books  or  papers  in  the 
custody  or  possession  of  such  officers,  and  personally 
to  give  to  the  said  Solicitor  such  other  aid  and 
assistance  as  he  may  reijuire  in  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  said  office. 

Fire  Inspector. 

93.  The  License,  Fire  and  Health  Inspector  for  the 
City  of  Vancouver  shall  be  the  Chief  Fire  Warden 
for  the  City,  and  discharge  the  duties  appertaining  to 


that  ollii'i:  dcliiKid  in  Ily-Law  No.  h. 

(I.)  II-  shall  can  fiilly  examine  all  hmhimgs,  -hini 
iicys,  lire  places,  heurths,  ovens,  lurnaces,  boil 
CIS,  stoves,  steam  pijies,  stove  |)i|s-s,  fmmuls, 
stove  pips  holes,  Ihios,  ami  all  places  where  lires 
are  made  or  kejit,  or  where  ashes  are  kept. 

(2.)  He  shall  make  it  his  duty  to  he  (conversant  with 
the  provisions  and  reijuireinents  of  Hy-Law  No. 
(i,  and  all  other  by  l-aws  of  the  City  of  Van 
couver  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  become 
law,  |iertaining  to  his  department. 

(3.)  It  shall  he  his  duty  to  prosecute  all  and  every 
violation  and  infraction  ol  the  By-Laws  men- 
tioned, and  to  he  vigilant  and  active  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty. 

(4.)  All  fees  and  costs  incurred  by  him  in  the  prose- 
cution of  offenders  against  the  By-Laws  herein 
mentioned,  not  otherwise  ordered  to  he  jiai(l, 
shall  he  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  said  Muni- 
cipality. 

(5.)  He  shall  prepare  a tabular  statement  showing 
the  number  of  new  buildings  erected  during  the 
year  in  the  several  wards  of  the  City,  specifying 
the  jiurpose  for  which  they  were  constructed, 
and  the  kind  of  material  emjiloyed. 

(0.)  He  shall  also  rejiort,  in  tabular  form,  the  num- 
ber of  buildings  in  each  ward  which  liave  under- 
gone considerable  repairs  or  alterations,  specify- 
ing particulars  when  such  are  imjjortant.

He  shall  make  a thorough  inspection  of  the  pre- 
mises souglit  to  he  lieen.sed. 

(3.)  He  shall  make  all  inquiries  relative  to  matters 
connected  with  the  granting  of  licenses  as  may 
be  rcijuired  to  secure  the  due  observance  of  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Council,  and  to  report  thereon 
in  full  to  the  Council. 

(3.)  He  shall  visit  at  least  once  in  every  month,  and 
oftener  if  necessary,  every  hotel,  billiard  saloon, 
boarding  house  or  other  public  houses,  and  all 
premises  licensed  by  the  City,  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  whether  the  persons  licensed 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  By-Laws  govern- 
ing licenses. 

(5. ) He  shall  prosecute  all  and  every  violation  and 
infraction  of  the  By-Laws  aforesaid,  and  be 
vigilant  and  active  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 

(6. ) He  shall  keep  a record  in  a book  or  books,  the 
name  and  names  of  persons  applying  for  a license 
or  a certificate  to  obtain  a license,  the  object 
and  purpose  thereof,  the  date  of  the  same,  the 
location,  descriptiou.  size,  number,  an.d  size  of 
bed-rooms,  and  character  of  the  house,  shop  or 
other  place  for  which  a license  is  sought  or 
granted,  the  number  of  times  the  person  or  per- 
sons obtaining  or  holding  a license  has  or  have 
been  charged  with  any  breach  of  the  By-Laws 
of  the  City,  and  any  general  imformation  which 
may  be  of  use  as  a reference  in  the  future.
